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Clinton offers Korea peace plan

CHEJU-DO. South Korea — 
President Clinton and South Kore- 
an President Kim Yonng-sam pro- 
posed peace talks between North 
anil South Korea “without precon- 
ditions" and with the United States 
and China as direct participants. 

The unexpected proposal for 
four-way talks, made Tuesday 
morning in Korea, is a departure 
from the longstanding U.S. goal of- 
re. solving long-simmering tensions 
on the peninsula through direct 
North-South talks without outside 
participatioti. _ 

Clinton and Kim were expected 
jo give more details at a joint news 
conference at this resort island 60 
miles south of the Korean main- 
land. Clinton was here for a 10- 
hour visit on his way to meetings in 
Japan and Russia. 


During a picture-taking session 
with Clinton, Kim was asked if he 
sees a possibility of a breakthrough 
with North Korea. ”1 think there is 
a possibility," he said. 

"The new pro|xisal was an effort 
to put in motion a process to re- 
place with a formal peace agree- 
ment the 1953 armistice that halt- 
ed the Korean War hut which 
North Korea says it no longer con- 
siders binding. 

— However, in a-joint-stntement. - 
troth presidents said "the present 
armistice agreement should be 
maintained until succeeded by a 
permanent peace a greement." It 
was that agreement that divided 
the two Knrcas along the 38tli par- 
allel. 

The joint statement said a meet- 
ing among the four cuuntries 
should be convened “as soon as 
possible and without precondi- 


tions. The purpose would he to ini- 
tiate a process aimed at achieving 
a permanent peace settlement" 

U.S. officials said the idea for 
four-way talks was advanced first 
by South Korea, about two mouths 
ago. 

White House spokesman Mike 
McCurry would not say whether 
China or North Korea agreed to 
such a process but made it clear 
they had not rejected it.' "There 
seems -to he understanding” on 
China's pan for the U.S. desire to 
establish a more permanent peace, 
he said.

Magazine pans Gem lottery

TWIN FALLS - Is the Idaho State lot- 
tery inefficient? 

Thar depends on whether you want 

more lottery-sides money to go to public 
schools and buildings - nr back to the 
lottery’s players. 

Money magazine's May issue ranks 
Idaho ns the least efficient of the na- 
lion’*. 36 state lotteries. 

Just 21.1 percent of the Idaho Slate 
Lottery's $88 million in sales benefitted 
the general public, the magazine said. In 
Idaho's case the dividend to public 
schools and buildings was $9. 5 million 
each, said Steve Woodall, Idaho State 
Lottery's chief deputy director of ad- 
ministration, adding sales actually were 
S88.5 million. 

Yet, Woodall added, a rare 59.8 per- 
cent of those sales was given hack to 
players. 

"Oar prize-money percentage proba- 
bly is so much higher than most states," 


— snid-WoodiiHriulding-tluii-ihe-dividend- 
amount also is high when Idaho's impu- 
tation is factored in. “It’s the other side ' 
. of the spectrum.’’ 

Oregon, ranked by Money as having 
-the- fourth- most efficient lottery with 
dividends of 39.3 percent, spends 31 
percent on prizes, said Idaho State Lot- 
tery sjrokeswoman Renee Smith. 

Some states also have highly prof- 
itable video games, such as keno, that 
are too close to slot ipachines for Idaho 
Gov. Phil Batt and the general populous, 
Smith said. Oregon has such games, she 
said. 

Idaho's biggest seller, meanwhile, is 
scnuch-off tickets, Smith said. 

Both Woodall and Smith said that as 
Idaho lottery sales continue to rise, so 
will dividends. Tile state lottery’s five- 
year goal is to increase stiles SI million 
annually. Woodall said. 

There arc certain basic costs involved 
with lotteries, but since Idaho has rela- 
tively small sales, its profit margin isn’t

turns down 
rule appeal 
by ranchers

OAKLEY - Ranchers of the Oakley- 
based Wild Rose Association will have to 
wait this spring before letting their cattle 
graze on federal kind. 

On Monday, Jack Blackwell, deputy 
forester with the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, announced that he upheld a 
lower-level decision to restrict the graz- 
ing season by 28 days this year and next 
year for the Wild Rose Cattle Associa- 
tion, a group of five Oakley area ranch- 
ers. 

The restricted use of federal grazing 
land means shelling out an extra $8,000 
for feed for his 221 cattle, said associa- 
tion member Mike Poulum, who called 
the penally "unjust." He’ll have to wait 
until May 21 to release his cattle onto 
federal land instead of the usual May 11. 
And he’ll have to take them off two 
weeks early in November. 

The federal government would charge 
him around $300 for a month’s feed 
grown on public rangeland. 

In 1995, Forest Service Ranger Don 
Oman faulted the ranchers for violating 
the terms of their grazing agreement de- 
spite promises several years earlier that 

the y wou ld stic k to it. His decis ion to 

shorten the grazing season was uplielilliy 
Supervisor William LeVerc, who called 
the Wild Rose ranchers’ behavior toward 
Oman "reprehensible," according to 
Blackwell. 

The ranchers have long sought the 
transfer of Oman because of his by-the- 
book enforcement of Forest Service 
rules. In 1990, the Ne^York Times emot- 
ed a Wild Rose rancher threatening to 
slit Oman’s throat. 

Last year, the Forest Service found 
that Wild Rose cattle had wandered into 
federal land where they-shouldn’t have 
been. As well, they found open gales, 
broken fences and dry water troughs. 
Tiie troughs are intended to lure cattle 
away horn streams ami creeks. 

Violations in 1994 brought a suspend- 
ed penalty from the Forest Service aiul a 
threat to reinstate the penalty if foresters 
found further violations within four 
years. 

Foul ton said Monday that the Forest 
Service’s regulations ask the impossible.

GOP tax limitation proposal 
loses in House Tax Day vote

WASHINGTON — An election-year Republican 
push for a constitutional amendment making it 
much more difficult to raise federal taxes failed in 
the House on Monday niglit. 

After a" debate conducted while millions of 
Americans- scrambled to meet their income-tax 
filing deadline, the House voted 243-177 in favor* 
of the proposed amendment. But that was 37 
votes short of the two-thirds majority required for 
approval. 

Supporters conceded from the start that their 
chance of victory was slim, hut they said the vote 
would illustrate the difference between 
Democrats, and Republic; 


just 44 Democrats jollied 219 KU]Mlilic.ms uvfn- 
vor of the bill. Sixteen Republicans, 160 
Democrats and one independent opposed it. 

“The American people ... understand that what 


they have left in their paycheck is not enough,” 
said Rep. Bill Archer, R-Texas, chairman of the 
tax-writing House Ways and Means Committee. 
"That’s what this debate is all alxmt. ... How big 
will the fede.ul government he? How much will it 
take tml of our hard-earned pay?” 

GOP leaders had timed the debate to end with 
a vote a few hours before the midnight filing 
deadline for most taxpayers on the East Coast. 
Democrats said that was aimed at attracting maxi- 
mum news coverage, anil they employed a series 
of procedural maneuvers that delayed the vote 
until 9:33 p.tn. MDT. 

A two-thirds vote of both the House and Senate 
is required to send a constitutional amendment to 
the states.

And all this is besides the point, 'litis is a 
very simple tragedy with very simple cul- 
prits. It doesn’t matter that Jessica was a 
bright little girl who read historical books. 
It doesn’t'matter that.she was mature anti 
well-spoken.' Seven years old is seven years 
old. Children that age listen to their par- 
ents, they want to please their parents, and 
Jessica Dubroff $ parents are in every way 
responsible for her death, as sure as if they 
let her play in traffic. 

But if they - and the flight instructor - 
are guilty of terrible judgment, then many 
of -us in the media are guilty of something 
equally bad: hypocritical judgment. The 
fact is, had young Jessica completed her 
flight successfully; she would be a media 
star today. You would see her on David 
Lottemum, the Tonight Show, “Entertain- 
ment Tonight.” Hosts would coo over her, 
marvel at her maturity, maybe even ask, 
“Weren’t you scared of crashing while you 
were up there?”

Cheyenne. Ask yourself this: How come 
there was so much footage? 

Answer Because the media was follow- 
ing her around, glorifying her story. Those 
are some of the same people who are 
ducking their tongues now that site's dead. 

Parents often live vicariously. through 
their children. And this trend toward early 
accomplishment - miniature gymnasts, 
musicians, figure skaters - has become a 
pint-sized epidemic. Some believe the push 
to get Jessica across the country was be- 
cause she was 7 years old. and she turned 8 
in just a few weeks. _ ** ' 

Parents will push their kids as much as 
they can, and as hard as they can - if 
there’s something to gain, like TV expo- 
sure, a book deal, fame, fortune. This 
whole affair is depressing, sure. But those 
of us in a position to criticize should have 
been doing it last week - before Jessica 
ever took off. Where were we then? 

Instead, we are all there after the fact, 
ready to blame someone, our new national 
pastime. We can’t jeer one day what we 
cheer the day before. A 7 -year -old girl is 
dead, because her parents felt accomplish- 
ment was worth the risk. Yon wonder, if 
we didn’t celebrate such accomplishments, 
if she’d still be alive today, looking at the 
sky and dreaming of her future.

Scripture misused in argument 

In reading Echo Dalos’ letter of April 
10, one might read the author’s com- 
ments on the Bible and assume that they 
are correct. I would like to know where 
tlie information is obtained, as there are 
statements made with which one could i 
take issue. - 

Dalos states that only the Apostle Paul 
in the New Testament speaks against 
gays. More specifically, Paul condemns 
specific behavior, anti in doing so does 
not use the word "eunuch,” as does the 
Mat I lie w 19 passage cited. Rather, Paul 
uses two very different and very graphic 
words for homosexual behavior: "or- 
senokoitai” and “malakoi.” The first is 
the active partner, and the second term 
denotes the passive partner. 

The Hebrew term to which Dalos 
refers is, I must assume, “saris.” The 
term refers to a government official who 
would often be a eunuch to ensure the le- 
gitimacy of the royal children. It ac- 
quired the connotation of one who was a 
eunuch, and perhaps later the connota- . 
lion of a passive partner in a homosexual 
union. At no time in the New Testament 
arc we reading a document that can be 
established as a translation from Hebrew 
to Greek, as Dalos states. None of Dalos* 
citations from scripture support the argu- 
ment that gay people are so born, nor do 
they refute that argument. The citations 
as used (and abused) are simply irrele- 
vant to the discussion, 

It continues to amaze me how people 
on both sides of the gay-rights issue mis- 


use the scriptures for their arguments 
and proceed from that basis to establish 
their positions as absolute truth. There is 
far more heat than light in the debate, 
and we will never discover truth if we 
search for it with our minds already 
made up.

South Park Izmtlge owner l«irry Mucgerl 
said he plans to tear down his beer bar and 
the attached, boarded-up remains of 
Marty's Market, a grocery that burned 
more than a decade ago. 

In its place near the corner of 
Washington Street South and South Park 
Avenue, he'll build a handsome, gabled 
structure decorated with columns and imi- 
tation river rock.

Fifth District Judge Roger Burdick ruled Monday that Jax's law- 
suit better fits the parameters of the Uiahu^dmiiiisirativo 
Procedures Act. which allows a judge only to Decide whether to 
uphold the commissioners’ decision to cut hiv^okuy. said Ned 
Williamson, attorney for Hooding County commissioners. 

Commissioners cut his salary last year after Jax was forced to 
temporarily lay off his six deputies because be ran out of money. A 
judge called the budget fiasco ”n iniittm! mist like" and that Jax had 
been a "negligent administratin'.''

Iran nukes threaten Russia 

MOSCOW — A deal with Tehran to complete a .nuclear power 
plant could give Iran technology to build an atomic bomb and 
|wses a threat to Russia's security, a top Russian environmentalist 
said Monday. 

Russia finalized the 5800-million deal in January, despite strong 1 
U.S. opposition and warnings from Washington that the technolo- 
gy might lx? used in a clandestine nuclear weapons program. 

Alexei Yahlokov, a top environmental adviser to President Boris 
Yeltsin, warned that the deal endangers Russia’s security by pro- 
viding a countiy only 200 miles front its Ixirdcr with nuclear tech- 
nology that could bo used to manufacture an atomic weapon. 

Man to be tried for war crimes 

DORKING, England — In Britain's first Nazi war crimes case, an 
85-year-old retired carpenter will stand trial on charges of murder- 
ing Jews during World War II. 

After a 22 -day hearing including testimony from 20 witnesses, 
magistrate Peter Badge Riled Monday that there is enough evi- 
dence to try Szyinon Sernfimowicz on charges of killing three Jews 
in his native Belarus in the early 1940s. 

'Hie magistrate ordered Serafimowicz, who is free on hail at his 
home in Uanstead, a commuter town southwest of London, to 
appear at London's Old Bailey court on May 10. * 

China tries to suppress Buddhism 

BEIJING — Chinese authorities in Tibet are suppressing 
Buddhism in the harshest wave of repression since martial law was 
imposed in the Tibetan capital in 1989, a human rights group has 
reported. 

The repression is designed (o prevent TilH.-tatt Buddhism from 
becoming a rallying point for pro-independence sentiment, the 
International Campaign for Tibet said in a report released 
Monday. 

The Washington-based group said the Chinese government has 
limited the number of Tibetans allowed to become monks and
